CHARTER. 


ARTICLE I. The name, style and title of the corporation 
shall be, ‘The Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Reformed Church in the United States.” 

ARTICLE IT. Its objects shall be to inaugurate and perpet- 
uate Christian Missions in Foreign lands and among the 
Indians of our own country, in accordance with the doc. 


trines, customs and usages of the Reformed Church in the’ 


United States, and under the direction of the General 
Synod thereof.

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Articue III. Its chief place of business shall be in the 
City of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, but other places for the 
transaction of business may at any time be designated by 
the General,Synod of the aforesaid Church. 

ARTICLE 1V. The existence of the corporation shall be 
perpetual. 

ARTICLE V. The names and residences of the subscribers 
are as follows: Rev. David Van Horne, D. D., Philadelphia, 
Pa., Rev. Charles H. Leinbach, D. D., near Myerstown, Pa., 
Rev. Thomas S. Johnston, D. D, Lebanon, Pa., Rudolph F.

ARTICLE VJ. The Board of Commissioners who shall

CONSTITUTION. 


ArticuE I. 

The Board at its first meeting after the regular sessions of 
the General Synod shai] proceed to organize by the election 
of officers, viz: a President, Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who shall serve until the next regular meeting of 
the General Syncd. 

Articue II. 

At all meetings of the Board the President, or in his 
absence the Vice President, or in the absence of both a 
member appointed by the Board for that purpose, shali pre- 
side. The President inthe discharge of the duties of his 
office shall be governed by the rules of order adopted b, the 
General Synod. He shall also prepare a report of the trans- 
actions of the Board during his term of office, which, after 
approval by the same, shall be presented to the General 
Synod at its next general session. 


Articuz ITT. 

Tne Vice President in the absence or inability of the 
President shall perform all the duties pertaining to that 
office. 

Articute IV. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep an accurate 
record of ali the proceedings of the Board; notify all the 
members of the time and place of all regular and special 
meetings; conduct correspondence with the Missionaries, 
and promptly communicate to the Executive Committee such 
information in relation to the mission work as will be neces- 
sary to its successful prosecution. He shall also, in all cases, 
give to the missionaries such instructions and explanations 
as the board may direct, and shall explicitly inform them 
that in no case they are to depart therefrom. Te shall also 
audit the accounts of outgoing, returned or discharved for- 
eign missionaries, before the final settlements of the same, 
and all bills for incidental expenses, before they are presented 
to the Treasurer for payment. And he shall certify to the 
Treasurer all moneys granted, or expenditures authorized in 
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pursuance of the action of the Board. Hesha’l also record a 
statement of all the property of the Board and of any con- 
Veyances thereof or other proc-edings touching the same, 
He shall be allowed a compensation at the discretion of the 
Board, sufficient to cover the necessary expenses incurred in 
the prosecution of his work. At the exp ration of his term 
of office he shall deliver up to his successor all the Archives, 
Records, Books and Papers the. in his hands belonginz to 
the Corporation, 
ARTICLE Y. 

The Treasurer shall keep proper books of accounts, show- 
ing all receipts and disbursements, and all other financial 
aff.irs connected with the treasury of this Board. Before 
entering upon the duties of his office he shall execute a bond 
for $5,000 as security, which shall be approved by the Exeo- 
utive Committee, and placed inthe custody of the Secretary. 
He shall, under the advice of the Executive Committee, keep 
all uninvisted moneys of the Board on deposit in some sife 
bank, or banks, in the name of the Board, subject to the 
order of iis Treasurer [He shall honor all orders of the 
Board or Executive Committee, drawn on the Treasurer, 
signed by the President and countersigned by the Secretary, 
and shail pay all drafts and furnish letters of crcdit or bills 
of exchange for the support of Foreign Missions, within the 
several appropriations made by the Board or Executive 
Committee. He shall be subject to the directions of: the 
Executive Committee and of the Board in respect to all 
investnents, loans and other financial affairs of the Board. 
He shall report the state of the funds, and whenever required 
exhibit his books, vouchers and securities at auv meetings 
of the Board or Executive Committee. Te shall have the 
custody of the seal of the Board, and affix the same to such 
instruments of writing as the Board or Executive Commit 
tee shall direct, and when real estate shall be conveyed he © 
shall make the conveyance and affix the sea] to the deeds of 
the same. Atthe close of his ter.n he shall prepare an 
itemized statement of all moneys received and disbursed by 
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him, which shall be audited and approved by the Board and 
presented to the General Synod, and deliver up to his suc- 
cessor in office all the books, papers, moneys and effects of 
every description belonging to the corporation, then remain 


ing in his hands. 
ArticLE VI, 


The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of 
the Board, and an additional member thereof, who shall be 
chosen by the Board at its first regular meeting after the 
session of the General Synod. It shall have the general 
oversight of all the work of foreign missions. When 
impracticable to secure a meeting of the Board it shall be 
endued with all the powers of the same, to meet any emer- 
gency which may occur, and which requires immediate 
action, in which case it may appropriate such moneys as may 
be necessary for the purchase or preservation of property, 
or relief of the missionaries, or for incidental expenses. It 
shall hold quarterly meetings, viz: Second Tuesday in June, 
September, December and March. Three shall be a quorum 
for tha transaction of business. The President and Secre- 
tary of the Board shall be the President and Secretary of 


the Committee. 
Articte VII. 


The regular meetings of the Board shall be held as fol- 
lows: The Second Tuesday in Jane succeeding each session 
of the General Synod, and the First Tuesday in May pre- 
ceding each session of the same, and at such other time as 
the Board may appoint. Special meetings of the Board 
may be called at any time by the Executive Committee, on 
two weeks notice to all members, seven of whom shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Articue VIII. 

Any vacancy occurring by death, resignation or otherwise 
_ may be filled by the Board, at any regular meeting, pro 
vided that the members so elected be ministers or elder in 
good and regular standing in the Reformed Church-of the 
United States, and in all cases such election shall be for the 
unexpired ter.

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REPORT TO GENERAL SYNOD. 


FIRST TRIENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF COMMIS- 
SIONERS FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


FATIIERS AND BRETHREN: 

The members of the Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions elected by Synod at the last triennial sessions beg 
leave respectfully to report, that they have given the subject 
eommiited to their care their most earnest attention and 
oversight. The | oard, as ‘at present constituted, held its 
first meeting and effected an organization during the sessions 
of your reverend body at Lancaster, Pa., three years ago, 
since whieh time various meetings have been held as the 
progress of the work demanded. 

An examination of the past history of our church in rela- 
tion to foreign mission work, reveals the fact that prior to the 
year 1878, no missionary Ban been appointed to the foreign 
field. The pressing demand in the home field, especially in 
connection with the ever-increasing tide of German immi-. 
gration to our country, in a great degree absorbed the mis- 
sionary resources of our denomination. Notwithstanding 
this, our church has not been idle in the work of the Master 
in the foreign field. One of our ministers, the late Rev. 
Berjamin Schneider, D. D., gave the best years of his life to 
this service in Syria, ne the care of the Ameriean Board 
of Commissioners of Foreign Missions, and was signally — 
successful in his labors for the common cause.* Besides this 
the German Evangeli:al Mission Society sustains a fluurish- 
ing mission in Bisrampore, India, to which many of our 
German churctes send their annual contributions. This mis- 
sion is also under the care of one of our ministers, Rev- 
Oscar T. Lobr, formerly assisted by one of our brethren, 
Rev. Jacob Hauser. In this way we have been co-operating 
in the foreign work. 

For some years past, however, the feeling has been gaining 
ground among us that we should have a regular mission of 
our own in the foreign field. _ Accordingly, on April 15, 


*During the ti time of Dr. Schneider's’ labois, many ay of our churches contributed to ‘to his sup 
t. 
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18738, the Board, at its meeting in Iarrisburg, resolved that 
Japan should be the country where a mission of the church 
should be planted when the way shou'd be open. We 
learned, also, from the Jate treasurer’s report, that a surplus 
of $5 296.89 remained in the treasury, 

With these facts as a tasis, your Board proceeded to inau- 
gurate measures looking to a speedy oecupation of the field 
already selected, by sending out a missioniry who should be 
the representative of the Reformed Church, and labor exclu- 
sively under its auspices and control. Announcements were 
made of the purpose of the Board, on the floors of synods, 
and through the columns of the church papers, calling fur 
volunteers, and urging the importance of the work upon the 
attention of the ministry. A number. of" responses were 
obtained to the appeal, and the Board assembled to ex- 
amine the candidates. This meeting was he'd in Tla. 
risburg, September 30, 1878, and Rev. Ambrose D. Gring 
was elected missionary, and the Exeutive Commiitee wag 
authorized to furnish hita with the necessary outfit and send 
him iorth to Japan, At a meeting of the Synod of the 
United States, held at Easton, October 25, 1879, the mission- 
ary was solemnly ordained to the gospel ministry, and as- 
signed by the Executive Commiite to Japan as his missionary 
station. Various mectings of a public character were sub- 
sequently held in different parts of the church, at which 
addresses were made by the missionary and others, through 
which, it is believed, a spirit of earnest enthusiasm was 
aroused in behalf of the cause. 

The missionary and his wife, Mrs. Harriet L. Gring, fol- 
lowed by the prayers and best wishes of many hearts, sailed 
from Sin Francisco in May, 1879, and reached Yokohamma 
the following month. Here they rented a house, and pro- 
viding themselves with the necessaries of life, secured foreign 
teachers and at once commenced the difficult studv of the 
Japanese language. Through correspondence with the mis- 
slonary, the members of the Board learned that suitable 
buildings were very scarce in Japan, and the rents very high, 
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It was also Jearned that Yokohamma was a suburban town, 
occupied chiefly by foreigners from various countries, so 
that it weuld not be a favorable place for missionary work 
among the natives, Accordingly, it was thought best to 
transfer the missionary residence to Tokio, the great capital 
city of this enterprising nation. 

About this time a fine lot and dwelling, situated in the 
foreign concession, named Tsukiji, was offered for sale 
for only about one-half its eost value. As the purchase 
of this property would relieve the Board fromthe heavy ex- 
pense otherwise annually incurred by house rent, negotia- 
tions were entered into, and the property purchased for 
$3,955.50. After some necessary repairs were made, the 
missionary moved into the premises June 28, 1880. In this 
house, now the property of the church, deseribed as both 
spacious and firmly built, with a fine lot surrounding it, the 
missionary and family at present reside; and from this point, 
as a center,a good work, it is hoped, will hereafter be 
accomplished. : 

As will be seen from the treasurer’s report, our people 
have generously responded to the call for money both to 
purchase the mission house and sustain the missionary. The 
fine certificate prepared by the treasurer of the Board, pre- 
senting portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Gring, and a cut of the 
mission house, has met with a hearty reception in our Sun- 
day Schools—100 copies having been distributed to our 
ministers, and 8,400 copies sold. 

While expressing thanks for the gifts already received, 
we respectfully solicit the same favor for the future. 

The Board is entirely dependent upon the church for the 
‘means to further prosecute its work, and therefore appeals 
to all its members for regular contributions, in collections, 
subscriptions, or private gifts. 

The present time is regarded as very suitable for the prose- 
cution of the work we have now undertaken. In view of the 
- peace movement inaagurated by your reverend body at Lan- 
caster, and formulated by the Peace Commissioners at Har- 
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risburg, in 1879, now to be passed upon by Synod at the 
present sessions, we would urge the propriesy of a hearty 
union of all parts of the church in the work of Foreign 
Missions. Differences will more readily disappear when we 
are all intent upon the observance of our Lord’s command: 
‘Go into all the world and preach my gocpe! to every 
creature,” 

For the proper management of the funds and other proper- 
perties which are now, or may come into the custody of the 
Board, a charter has been secured, dated at Harrisburg, Pa., 
April 25, 1881, and executed according to law by the Court 
of Common Pleas of Dauphin County, Pa. According to 
the charter the new name of the Board is, The Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions of the Reformed Church 
in the United States.” 

In a letter bearing date February 25, 1881, the missionary 
suggests the expediency of sending out a lady helper to 
work among the women of Japan. The mission bouse, he 
states, has a room ready for her occupancy, and the expense 
will not require more than six or eight hundred dollars per 
annum as salary, and an additional sum sufficient to cover 
cost of outfit and traveling expenses. In this connection the 
Board would express the hope that the women of the Re- 
formed Church will soon come to the aid of the good cause, 
and as a sex, endeavor to assist in rescuing the women of 
Japan fom their heathen degradation. 

In this connection, however, it should be mentioned that a 
suggestion was made to the Board that a single young man 
should be sent instead, as soon as the way be open, that he 
might proceed to learn the language, and share the responsi- 
bilities of the management of our mission work in Japan. 
The Board would gladly receive advice from the General 
Synod on this poiut, and have the assurance that in case 
either plan be adopted the expenses would be promptly met 
by increase of contributions to the treasury for the purpose. 

We would recommend further, that four ministers and two 
elders be elected by Synod as members of the Foreign Mis- 
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sion Board for aterm of six years; and also four ministers 
and two elders for a term of three years. We also respcet- 
fully suggest that the members elected be located within 
reasonable traveling distance of the accustomed place of 
meeting. 

We trust, also, that Synol will hold smitab!: anniversary 
services in connection with the subject of Foreign Missions 
during the present sessions. 

We would also report to the General Synod that we have ~ 
donated to the Indian Mission under the care of the Sheboy- 
gan Classis, the sum of six hundred dollars.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF SYNOD. 


The report of the Standing Committee on Foreign Mis- 
sions submitted their report, which was received, and to- 
gether with the preceding reports, adopted; and is as follows: 

Your Committee on Foreign Missions would beg leave to 
Teport: 

That the papers referred to them for their examination, 
were the reports of the President and Treasurer of the 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. From these 
reports we gather the interesting information that the Board, 
as at present constituted, held its first meeting for organiza- 
tion during the sessions of the last General Synod, at Lan- 
caster. Since then they have carefully fulfilled the trust 
committed to them by the Church. Their most important 
work has been the election and appointment of a missionary 
to Japan, Rev. Ambrose D. Gring. This election took place 
at Harrisburg, on September 30,1878. This brother having 
been solemnly ordained during the sessions of the Synod of 
the Reformed Church in the United States, at Easton, Pa., 
October 25, 1879, sailed from San Francisco in May, 1879) 
and is now settled at Tokio, the capital of Japan, where he 
ig now earnestly prosecuting the study of the peculiar lan: 
guage of that country. 

The Board, at the suggestion of their Missionary, have 
seen fit, in the exercise of their good judgment, to purchase 
a house, at the comparatively small cost of $3 955.50, for the 
residence of Brother Gring, who took possession of it on 
June 28, 1880. Your Committee rejoice to learn that the 
greater portion of this amount has been contributed by the 
Sunday-schools of the Church—the hearts of the children 
having become interested in this great work. 

From the Treasurer’s report we learn, that since July 10, 
1878, to the day of the organization of the present Genera] 
Srnod, the sum of $21,075.18, including a balance of 
$5,296.89 in the hands of the former Treasurer, Thos. J- 
Craig, has been received. Of this amount, $17,724.70 have 
peen disbursed, leaving on deposit in Harrisburg National 
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Bank the balance of $3,350.48. As the Board is entirely 
dependent upon the free-will offerings of the friends of mis- 
sions for the further prosecution of the work, your Com- 
mittee would most earnestly commend the cause of Foreign 
Missions to the churches and Sunday schools of our Zion. 

We learn, furthermore, that a charter has been secured by 
the Board, and exeented according to Jaw hy the Court cf. 
Common Pleas of Dauphin County, Pennsylvania. This 
charter provides that this Board shall henceforth be known 
as ‘The Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions of 
the Reforme? Church in the United States.” 

Another cheerirg and interesting fact your Committee 
gathers from the reports in their hands, is that the attention 
of our people is being at length aroused to the importance 
of remembering this great. work in‘their wills and bequests, 
In the Treasurer’s report we have an item, dated April 2, 
1880, of $1,224.27, and another dated April 21, 1880, of 
$326.47, of moneys realized out of the legacy of Sarah 
Briuker, deceased, of Columbiana county, Ohio; and still 
another item of like kind, dated June 28, 1880, of $100 — 
legacy of Adelaide R. Dechant, deceased. These are hope- 
ful signs, showing that the wants of the heathen are striking 
a sympathizin in the hearts of our people. May this 
be the beginning of a bright future in this department of 
Christian activity in our Church. ae 

The Board suggests the propriety of setting apart a sin- 
gle young man to be an assistant to our Missionary in his 
foreign field. In the judgment of your Committee this sug 
gestion is worthy of the most serious consideration of this 
Synod, and we would recommend that prompt action be 
taken in the matter. 

The Board recommends further that four ministers and 
two elders be elected by this Synod, for the term of six 
years, and a like number for a term of three vears, aS Meu: 
bers of the Foreign Missionary Board. Yonr Committee 
would further suggest, in compliance with the wishes of the 
Board, that suitable anniversary services, in the interest of 
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Foreign Missions, be held during the present sessions of the 
Synod. 

The report of the Board also announces the fact of a do- 
nation of $600, made by them to the Indian Missions, under 
the care of the Sheboygan Classis. 1n this connection, it 
may be a matter of interest to this Synod, to know that 
under the auspices of this Classis, a Missionary School was 
established in the month of December, 1878, by the Rev. 
Jacob Hauser, amongst the Winnebago Indians. This school 
is located seven miles northeast of Black River Falls, Jack- 
son county, Wisconsin; it numbers at present twenty pupils, 
of both sexes, the average attendance on instructions, given 
four days of each week, is ten. In addition to this week day 
school, a Sunday-school, has been organized, which meets 
every Sunday morning. This Indian colony consists of 
thirty or forty families, who have each of them their home- 
steads, and are engaged in agricultural pursuits. The 
brother who performs this self:denying work, has informed 
your Committee that the prospects of this Indian Mission 
are encouraging, and that it is well worthy the support of 
the Christian Church. In summing up our report we would 


recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That this General Synod does hereby earnestly enjoin it npon 
the classes and pastors of the Church, to keep the matter ot Foreign Missions 
constantly before the membe:'s of their charges aud ¢ mgregations, and sug- 
gests to them, whenever the opportunity offers, the propriety of remember- 
ing this interest in their wills. 

Resolved, That this Synod authorize the Board of Foreign Missions to set 
apart a young man as assistant to our Foreign Missionary, so scon as in their 
judgment it may be expedient and possible. 

Resolved, That this Synod has heard with pleasure of the interest taken 
by the Board in the Indian Mis=ion of Shebovgan Classis. 

Resolved, That it is ‘the sense of this Synod that « synopsis of the reports 
of Brother Gring should, frcm time to time, be published in the English a a
